The meat destined for the Eagliish 
market was ‘kept inaroom about twenty- 
eight feet square, and the temperature main- 
tained during the voyage was from ten to fif- 
teen degrees below freezing poiat, the read- 
ing yesterday being about twenty-three de- 
grees Fahrenheit. No chemicals were em- 
ployedin the freezing process or during the 
voyage home. Someof the meat was occa- 
sionally used as food, and in one instance, at 
least, a part of what bad been taken out of the 
room was left hanging for three or four davs 
in the rigging, and then found fit for use. On

ceeded by minced collops. The former seem- 
ed, it must be confessed, rather deficient in 
flavor; the latter were capital. Then came 
beef, olives and stewed chops. Asa climax 
there appeared a bandsome sirloin of beef, 
which, as it was carried around the room for 
inspection, was greeted with hearty cheers, 
and this was followed by a shoulder of mut- 
ton. The maxim ‘De gustibus,’ etc., is of 
course, applicable to a case of this kind, butit 
may be sefely aftirmed that the lamb bad lost 
some ofits native delicacy, and that though 
the beef was tender and jufecy it was ioferior 
in distinctive flavor tothe mutton, some of 
the fat of which was of rich, unctuous quality. 
Perhaps the flavor of all the meat wouid have 
been better if it had not “been taken, as it up- 
peared to have been, direct from the freezing 
chamber, and time had been allowed for 
gradual thawing. Nothing was said as to the 
price at wLich this importation couid be sold 
in Loudon ata proiit, but some of the sheep 
carcasses Were being removed for the mur- 
ket.’ 
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A SINGULAR DEATH. 


A Young Man Dies From Drinking the 
Milk of a Mad Cow.

Ile paid no attention to their anxious 
inquiries, and seemed not to hear them. 

‘The family physician was sent for in haste, 
but his work was in vain.

About 
noon be commenced having spasms, and 
one of these a young doctor neid a quantity of 
nitrate of ainvi to his nose for a moment,whea 
an old Woman (who, by the way, represents a 
class of persons Who ure entirely too curious) 
bent over and took a strong snuff ofthe medi- 
cine.

An Old Privateersman Gone,

George Albree, one of the best known eiti- 
zens of Pittsburg, died to-day in his 7th 
year.

He devoted much time to the 
study of meteorology, and was the Meteor- 
ological Avent of the Smithsonian Institution 
here, was a famous weather prophet, and con- 
tributed articles to the press on that subject 
With a regularity that was more remarkzable 
than the correctness of his prognostications. 
He lived in Salem, Mass., When a boy, and 
when only 10 years old he went to sea ona 
privateersman and took part in the capture of 
anumber of prizes. While on the vessel be 
saw the fight between the famous war vessels, 
the Boxer and the Enterprise, off the coast of 
Maine in 1818. He was wounded before he 
left the ship, and he has drawn a pension since 
Is16. He was the last man who was entittied 
to a pension from the **private navy fund?’ 
held by the Government. Mr. Albreé made a 
very large fortune, and spent the latter paft 
of his life in publishing works of a religious 
character and serving as an active member of 
the National Prison Reform Association.

Previous Attempts Upon the Lives of 
Kings and Emperors Recalled. 


[Fromthe New York Suu. | 


The past two years have witnessed a series 
of attempts at the assassination of European 
rulers quite unexampled for frequency and 
persistency. It is true that, in former epochs, 
close successions of such attempts have given 
rise to the theory of epidemics in King killing, 
which is another form of expressing the ob- 
vious truth that one attempt suggests another. 
In 1848 there were unsuccessful attacks against 
Emperor William (then Crown Prince), and 
ugainst the Duke of Modena. Four and five 
years later, in 1852 and 1853, occurred at- 
ternpts on Napoleon III., first at Marseilles by 
an infernal machine, and afterward in Paris, 
near the Opera Comique; on Queen Victoria, 
on the Emperor of Austria and on King Victor 
Emanuel. From 1854 to 1862, inclusive, there 
were nine attempts, nearly half of which were 
directed against Napoleon III.—Pianori’s, who 
fired at himinthe Champs Blysees in 1855, 
the London plotof 1857, the Orsini plot of 
1858 and the second Italian plot of 1862. The 
other tive of that period were the stabbing of 
Ferdinand Il. of Naples, the attempt of 
Fuentes on Isabell -» the mortal wounding 
of the Duke of Parf#&, Becker’s attempt at the 
King of Prussia, and that of Brusios atthe 
(Jueen of Greece. Thena luli ensued broken 
by the beginning of attempts on the Czar. In 
1°66 he was attacked in St. Petersburg, and 
the vear following at Paris. In 1868 the Prince 
of Seivia was asssssinated, and after that for 
ten veals camea cessation of attacks upon 
European rulers, except the one upon King 
Amadeus of Spain. However, in that interim, 
Gen. Prim, in Spain, andthe Earl of Mayo, 
in India, fell victims to the assassin, and at- 
tempts were also made on Minister Zorilla, on 
the Viceroy of Egypt and onthe Mikado of 
Japan. 

‘The present croup of attempts at assagssina- 
tion—for their clear connection with each 
other requires them so to be classed—began in 
IS7S with Hocdel’s attempt On the German 
Kkmperor im May, followed by Nobiling’s in 
June, and those two by Moncasi’s attempt 
against King Alfonso of Spain in October, and 
Passanante’s against King Humbert of Italy 
in November. ‘Che year i879 opened with the 
assassination of Prince Krupotkin, Governor 
of Kharkoff, in March. Quickly upon that 
followed the attempt of Svlovielf against the 
Czar at St. Petersburg in April, in December 
cume the Gynamite train plot at Moscow; 
shortly after followed tbe second attempt 
against King A fonso of Spain, and now bus 
come the Winter Palace plot, the tifth at- 
tempted against the Czar’s life in all, and the 
third within a year. 

Itistrue that royalty has not alone been 
aimed at by the assassin in the peiiod of thirty 
odd years thus reviewed. The fate of Lincoln 
shows that republics are not exempt, and the 
Presidents of Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador and 
Paraguay, all four of whom perished between 
IS72 and Is77, teach the saine lesson. But the 
striking tact of the present epidemic is the in- 
troduction of a political Priuciple inte assas- 
sination, in accordance With Wuicd-assassins 
have sought the tives of Kings and Emperors 
because they were Kings aud Emperors, and 
not ulways from iodiviausal hate or froma 
sense of personal gricvance. 

Assassination will continue to terrorize the 
courts of Europe; for the increase of destruc- 
tiveness in Weapons and bostile appliances, 
due to modern science, nakes such plots more 
difficult to guard against. Dynamite’ and gun 
co.ton in some sense level the odds betweeu 
majorities and minerities. Itis when asmall, 
easily concealed package of dynamite, witha 
slender electric wire, will do the work that 
keys of gun powder and large trains or fuses 
Were once required to do, that atiempis so 
sudacious as the one of the Winter Palace 
apd its predecessar of last December av-SMos- 
cow become possilie. 


Storms in the United States. 
(From the Chicayo Tribune. | 

Professor Loomis has recently publisher 
some results of an elaborate eritical study and 
COlD} arison of Signal Service observations and 
weather-maps, carried on for long periods to 
discover tbe movements and procressive ve- 
locities of United States storms. some of his 
deductions are of great interest. He tinds 
that Lnited States storm-centers after cross- 
ine the Rocky Mountains move towards tbe 
southeast until reaching the Mississippi basin, 
When thev incline towards tne Lake revion 
with accelerated speed. The average velocity 
of American storms after crossing the Mis- 
sissippil, about twenty-tive miles per hour, is 
60 percent greater than that of European 
storms. This appears paradoxical when we 
remember that in Lurope the westerly winds, 


unobstructed by any coast range like the 
liocky Mountains running nortiy and south, 


attain aluore rapid movement over the Con- 
tinent than the same winds can acquire in the 
lL nited States. Dut it appears from Professor 


Loomis’ examination that our storms whea 
nenuring the lakes, and subse- 
quentiv, «are subjected to au power- 


ful propulsion from the wavesof bigh pres- 
sure Which close in behind them while in 
transit, and the rapid torrential precipitation 
of rain in their front quadrants by which the 
air is greativ rareiied and « barometric chan- 
nel cleared for the free onward movement. 

In Ekurope it is very rarely that « storm ad- 


vances over athousand miles inaday. But 
in this country such an occurrence is much 
more trequent. ‘The storm-center of Jan- 


—— 


uary 4, 15774, traveled miles in twenty- 
four hours, and that ofthe following week 
(January 14-17) traveled 1,270 miles in twenty - 
four nours. The storms which have been 
foundto make their wav at these terrible 
speeds across the United States occur on an 
average about once in forty days. 

But one of the moét remarkable features 
of these great hurricanes ix their shallowness. 
The tremendous cyclone of the last-named 
date passed Mount Washington without dis- 
turbing its summit, Where the Signal Service 
observer’s wind-vane recorded a steady wind 
from one quarter during the progress of the 
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depression atits base. During one of the 
fiercest **cold Waves’? of high barometric 


pressure, the thermometer on the summit 
(6.000 feet high) showed a higher temperature 
than that prevailing at the base, clearly in- 
dicating that the Arcticjwave was not deep 
enough to coverthe mountain. These and 
similar illustrations of the vertical propor- 
tions of both polar waves and barometric 
depressions go to prove thatthe chief agita- 
tion of the aerial ocean is limited to its bottom 
Strata, leaving the loftier regions of the at- 
mosphere inundisturbed repose, save when 
the sreat upper current fromthe equatorial 
belt is in the ascendency, 

As many of the great storms which sweep 
over the United States are under the control 
of barometric pressures lying outside of our 
national territory. Prof. Loomis points out 
the necessity of extending the Signal Service 
observations to extra-territorial stations, not 
only witha view totheir complete elucida- 
tion, butalso forthe practical purposes of 
weather-telegraphy. 


Congressional Speculators.

President-making is ogy mara | the princi- 
pal business now going on in Washington, 
but, if you want to know what really engages 
the thoughts of the greater number of people, 
Congressmen and others, I will tell you—it is 
speculation in atocks. It would make a very 
pretty story indeed if one could tell just what 
roes on at the telegraph oflices and in the com- 
mittee rooms in the Capitol nowadays. A 
New York firm has been granted the privilege 
of a little office of its own in one of the cor- 
ridors. The firm has its own special wire, 
and a member who wants to ‘*buy or sell’’ 
can do so ata moment’s notice. Members 
who were poor last summer are rich now, and 
a good many who were rich them are a great 
deal richer now. Among the latter number is 
my friend Senator Blaine, who is reported to 
have made over a quarter of a million recent- 
ly in the Leadville mines. He is largely inter- 
ested in two of the leading mines—having 
gone in on “the ground floor’’ in both. He 
Was associated with Senator Piumb and ex- 
Delegate S. B. Elkins in stocking the Amy 
mine, and is safd to have trebied an invest- 
ment of $70,000 in that operation. He was 
engaved with Hon. John B. Alley, Hon. A. 
H. Rice and others in stocking the Dunkin 
mine, and that, too, has been a very profitable 
operation. Next to Mr. Blaine, the man who 
is said to have made the most money Is his 
cousin, Tom Ewing of Ohio, who devotes all

THE LAW OF THE RING. 


ABritish Judge’s Opinion of the Crime 
of Hitting Below the Belt. 
[From the Pall Mall Gazette. ] 


The decline of the prize ring has, it must 
probably be admitted, been followed by an 
increase of brutality in the method of fixht- 
ing, and “fair play’’ isno longer ‘‘a jewel’’ 
in the eyes of those who take part in or wit- 
ness personal contests. Differences are not 
now as a rule settled by fists, but often by both 
fists and feet. Kicks follow biows and blows 
follow kicks until one or other ofthe 
combatants is seriously injured. Some ob- 
servations on this point were made by Lord 


Justice Brett at the Lancaster assizes last 
Tuesday, when passing the* very mild sen- 


tence oft two months’ imprisonment on a 
young farmer found guilty of the mansiaught- 
er of another farmer by killing himin a 
fight. in commenting upon the fact that 
the prisoner bad hit the deceased *‘below the 
belt,’ and also upon the practice of unfair 
fighting which now prevails in Lanecasbire, 
the jucge said he herd made up his 
mind that if a man fought fairly, although 
lighting was contrary to the law, he would 
not pubish bim should anaccident result froin 
the fight. Inthe present case not only had 
the prisoner struck the deceased in the stom- 
ach, but after he was down he had kicked 
liim, Which made the offense ten times worse. 
it was hard to believe that a**human Eaglish- 
iwan’*’ could allow hinmseif to do suca a cow- 
ardiv act, and it made him (the Judge) shud- 
derto tind that Enelishmen could do such 
things. Hethoughtit should be the anxious 
endeavor and wish of every one in this coun- 
try to bring abouta state of things that used 
to exist in every part of it. He ecoutd recol- 
lect in Lis own time that in no village in Eng- 
land that he was aware of, when two men 
went out to tight upon a quarrel, would one 
ficht unfairly, because if be did every one in 


ihe village would, scout him. Now it had 
come to pass Englishmen fought like 


tha 
cowards, and cae unfair advantages, and 
sometimes used he knife. Such conduct was 
really degRadive. No doubt: but, on the 
other bund, it should be remembered that of 
late vears Englishmen have been taught by 
Judges and Magistrates that it is no great of- 
fense to kick even their wives to the point of 
death.

Snow in the Far West. 

Bi-tnareck Special to Chicazo Inter-Ovean, 21. 

The worst snowstorm ever known in the 
Northwest has raged here for two days. Dur- 
ing the past two months a succession of 
storms caused great delay to trains on the 
Northern Paeitie, and loss to the railroad and 
Black Hills Stage Company. ‘Though itis 
quite Warm at Bismarek, and trains have

stopped running across on the ice bridge to 
Mandan on account of sunkea ice, yetthe 


road between Bismarek and Jamestown is 
blocked,and not rains have run since the loth, 
With prospects of none till late this week. 
But three trains from the East have arrived 


since February 1. The outlook for 
progress on the Yellowstone Di- 
vision is bad. Walker, Bellows 


& Co., Who have a contract for the second 
hundred miles, have 200 teams now idie. 
Iloles in the ice on the river discourage much 
transportation, and no through supplies have 
vet been taken across. ‘To build twenty miles 
of road, about 500 cars of iron are on the way, 
hut will prooably arrive too late, and a slow, 
expensive transfer on the ferry will have to 
be resorted to. A party composed of John A. 
McLean, of Bismarck; Capt. Braithwaite, of 
Pillsbury, and Mr. Stevens, representing 
Hlarwood & Co., and four others, left Satur- 
day for Fargo with a team. ‘They telegraph 
that the blockade 1s bad as far as they have 
gone. Many people are now getting and 
sending mail via Deadwood, Cheyenne, and 
Omaha. ‘The winter hasbeen an exceptiounal- 
ly blizzardly one, but the management of 
North Branch are severely censured for not 
at least making some effortto keep the road 
open. A lack of engines, men and manage- 
mentare the only causes of the continued 
blockade, which has caused much damage to 
the country. It isclaimed that the expendi- 
ture of $100,000, a small sum compared with 
what the road will lose, would have kept the 
road open at least half the time. 


Sergt. Dolan’s Promotion. 
| From the Baltimore Gazette. | 

Sergt. Dolan, of the regular army, entered 
the service in 1850 and has served almost con- 
tinuously ever since. He was conspicuons for 
his bravery in allthe Indian wars from the 
time of bis enlistment until the outbreak of 
the civil war, and served with great honor 
throughout the whole of that conflict, ex- 
cept for four months spent in prison. Af- 
ter the war he remained in the army, and 
in 1876 his commanding ofticer declared 
that the whole army ‘‘did not contain 
a braver or more honest soldier or a §better 
lirst sergeant.’’ A bill was introduced in the 
Senate and reported favorably og the 2ist of 
last January, authorizmg the [President to 
appoint him toa second lientenancy in con- 
sideration of his long and meritorious service 
inthe ranks. On Friday last, however, when 
the Senate took up the bill for consideration, 
Mr. Cockrell announced that John Dolan no 
longer appealed for recognition—he had been 
killed by the Ute Indians in Colorado.

*“‘Bad Jews, bad Jews,’* exclaimed several 
of the pupils, with execration expressed on 
their countenances. 

Then Mrs. Carto toldtthem that it was sin 
that eaused his death, and that all who. sinned 
must hold themselves responsible for the 
crueifixion, the Jews haying been only the 
instrument. ‘This explanation® was accepted 
by them. 

Ah Wing, whe studies drawing in the 
Ceoper Institute School of Design, is Mrs. 
Carto’s chief assistant. It was through him 
that she was able to bring together so many of 
his countrymen. They are all well dressed, 
but in the Chinese-fashion.

They are polite, as well as eaver to icarn, and 
the teachers find it a pleasure to instruct 
them. On the other hand they are so Warmly 
creeted by every one connected with the con- 
vrevation that when a stranver approacaes 
thei inside the church they are apt to extend 
their hands, under the expectation that he 
means to shake bands with them. ‘The Rev. 
Dr. James B. Simmons, the pastor of the 
eburch, is Warmly interested in the Chinese, 
and when Mrs. Carto explained to him a diifli- 
culty that met ber when she first began to 
work among them in New York—that is, her 
inability to get a place where a ciass could as- 
semble comfortably and in quietude—he at 
once offered her the use of his chureh during 
the Sunday school hours.

A FEW days ago the New York Sun dug 
up and published an extract from a speech 
delivered by Hon. Thomas F. Bayard at 
Dover, Delaware, in 1861, in which he sym- 
pathized with the South. On the basis of 
this the Sun virtually read Mr. B. out of the 
list of possible Democratic candidates for 
President, asserting oracularly that ‘the 
Democratic leaders are averse to any can- 
didate who did not favor the use of armed 
force to suppress the rebellion.’’ Accord- 
ing to this standard Mr. Samuel J. Tilden 
is effectually debarred from a renomina- 
tion. In1861 a citizens’ meeting was held 
at the Cooper Institute, New York, founded 
on the “‘necessity for immediate action to 
preserye the Union intact without regard to 
party feeling.’’ Mr. Tilden’s name ap- 
peared as one of the vice-presidents. Next 
day Mr. Tilden sent a card to one of the 
papers disclaiming sympathy with the ob- 
ject of the meeting and saying: 

I foresee so ciearly the calamity which would 
inevitably result from an appeal to the sword 
for the solution of differences among breth- 
ren, and the immediate bad effects of all con- 
tingent intimations of such a possible ulterior 
resortin the present actual state of things, 
that I feel it to be a sacred duty to refuse my 
sanction to any expressions tending to sucha 
result. JT impute no such design tothe au- 
thors of the resolutions. Iam sure that the 
sentiments of the meeting were directly onthe 
contrary. ButI can notallow my position on 
that point to be equivocal. In my judgment 
the country can be saved by a just and wise 
pacification of the alienated section and in no 
other manner. 

This shows that Mr. Tilden did not be- 
lieve in blood-lctting and butchery as a 
means of preserving the Union, and, ac- 
cording to the Sun, he can’t expect to be a 
Pemocratic candidate for President next 
vear. He has been counted out once and 
now he is ruled out. 


THERE is a crabbed, soured, disappoint- 
ed, ill-conditioned creature named Lu- 
cius Quintius Washington hanging upon 
the skirts of journalism in Washington 
and begging for official crumbs. Hcis the 
cheap correspondent of one or two small 
newspapers. Aboutthe time of the meet- 
ing of the National Democratic Coininittee 
to sclect a place for the next National Con- 
vention this fellow published the following 
in a Richmond paper: 

Another question, and a very important one, 
is that of decent accommodation for the press.

This is the tirst time that we have heard 
any complaint on this score. No reputable 
newspaper man has ever yet found fanlt 
With the treatment accorded him at the St. 
Louis Convention. Mr. Washington, whose 
appearance is repulsive and whose merit is 
small, may. not have been lionized ina way 
flattering to his currish nature; butit is a 
matter of record that as much courtesy was 
shown to the press in St. Louis as could be 
shown during a crowded and exciting 
period.

Discussions and Remarks by Various 
Members. 


The Christian Convention commenced its 
session last evening in the Centenary M. E. 
Church, corner of Sixteenth and Pine, and 
resumed its meetings this morning at 10 
o’clock. Messrs. Moody, Sankey and Wil- 
liams came upon the platform at the appoint- 
ed hour, and after inviting all those from 
abroad who could sing and the ministers who 
took part in the proceedings to join them on 
the platform, Mr. Moody announced that the 
proceedings would be opened by the singing 
of the bymin: 


‘‘Oh, tor a thousand tongues to sing 
My great Redeemer’s praise.’’ 


The Convention was exceedingly well at- 
tended by both ladies and gentlemen, there 
being almost 1,000 persons present. 

After the singing ofa hymn the Rev. Mr. 
Corwin, of Jacksonville led in prayer, asking 
that this great citv be more thoroughly stirred 
in the revival work. ‘* Work, for the Night is 
Coming,’ was thereupon sung. 

The Rev. Mr. Morton, of Illinois, read from 
the third chapter of the Acts of the Apostles, 

Mr. Moody asked the audience tojoin in 
silent prayer toask God’s blessing upon the 
services of to-day. The Rev. Dr. Post led. 

Another hymn, ‘Still There’s More to Fol- | 
low,’ was then sung. 

Mr. Moody announced that the subject, 
‘‘What Can Be Done to Reach non-Church- 
Goers,’’ would be opened by the Rev. S. J. 
Niccolis, andthen a debate of five minetes’ 


would follow, 
THE ADDRESS OF MR. NICCOLLS. 


Mr. Niccolis prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that it was the most important 
question now before the Church. All 
people were coers but were not 


all church-goers. It was undisputably true 
that there was a large number of persons who 
did not attend church, and even this large 
army had been increased by the accession of 
those who attended church occasionally. 
W hat was the cause which led tothe aliena- 
tion of men from the church? Taking for 
granted that church-going isa good thing, 
how is it thatthe overwhelming majority of 
our fellow-men do not go to church? It might 
be sweepingly said that all men were bad, but 
was there not some blame clinging to their 
skirts’ Was it not that the poor were frowned 
upon, that they were not welcomed humbly? 
He would answer for this emphatically no, al- 
though he did not deny that there was a child- 
ish ritualism which disgusts, and a Christless 
preaching which starves God’s children. In 
the main he would say that the poor were not 
frowned upon, but were always wel- 
comed into God’s temple. Church expenses, 
fine dress, tine church building, fine music, 
fine society, exclude certain men fromthe 
church, but he meant to say that these were 
the occasions for offense but not the causes for 
keeping non-church-goers out. If you were 
to sweep all these away there would be multi- 
tudes sweep by your church and the mass of 
non-church-goers would remain essentially the 
same. There is an alienation in the hearts 
of men against Christ’s Church; the masses 
were non-church goers, because they were 
‘*vo-as-you-please.”? We want something te 
change this current, to bring these men back 
tothe Church of Christ. Although the re- 
sponsibility of staying away from church 
rested with the persons themselves yet they 
also had a responsibility. The Master said: 
**Go out and compel them to come in that 
my house be filled.’”?’ Thatis what we must 
do. The first essential stepis to realize our 
obligations to do so by a whole-souled, con- 
trolling conviction of the responsibility laid 
upon us by Jesus Christto go out and reach 
the masses, 
STRONG FAITH 

does not look at anything else in its arithmetic 
but what the Lord has said. We want 
workers, men who havea conviction, men 
who will work. This gospel is essentially a 
prosyletizing gospel. Wemust go out; go 
out. This isnottherule now. We stay in 
the church; we.try to make it attractive, get 
something sensational inside in. the way of 
inwsic to draw them in as the theater does, or 
the lecture room. But Jesus Christ 
said, Go out and bring
